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Radio Operation 



1. Press RADIO ON-OFF button to turn on 
radio; press it again to turn off radio. 

2. Slide Band switch to desired broadcast 
band — AM or FM . 

3. Use TUNING control to select desired 
station; then adjust VOLUME. 



Built-in AFC 

AFC (Automatic Frequency Control) helps keep the radio locked on the 
frequency of an FM station. 

Antennas 

AM — A ferrite rod antenna is provided for AM reception. 

FM —The power cord serves as the FM antenna. You may improve reception 
by adjusting the position of the power cord. 




Time Set 



The time display has a 24-hour format with AM and PM indicators. 

1. Slide the DISPLAY SET switch to TIME SET. 

2. Press the HOUR button to set correct AM/PM hour in the display. 

3. Press the MINUTE button to set exact time. 

4. Slide DISPLAY SET switch to LOCK.

The Appliance outlet 



DISPLAY SET 



The outlet on the left side of your clock radio is rated at 1500 watts maximum 
for appliances and 600 watts maximum for lamps and TVs. Do not plug in 
products with higher operating ratings, or do not use extension cords and/or 
multiple plug adapters on the appliance outlet or the clock radio's line cord. 
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Appliance Outlet Operation 
You can turn the appliance outlet on and off manually or automatically. 

M anual Operation 

• Turn the OUTLET Mode dial to ON. 

• To turn off the outlet, turn dial to OFF. 

Automatic Mode 
When in the automatic mode, the appliance outlet turns on and powers any 
appliance plugged into it, any time of day. For example, you can start your 
coffeemaker at 7:00 AM every day. Enter the time into Auto Time Set and turn 
the OUTLET Mode dial to AUTO. 




For automatic operation of the appliance outlet: 

1. Slide DISPLAY SET switch to AUTO SET position. Auto time is displayed. 

2. Press the HOUR and MINUTE buttons until the display shows the desired 
start time (AM orPM). 

3. Slide the DISPLAY SET switch to LOCK; the display returns to current time. 

4. Set the OUTLET M ode switch to AUTO; the word "Auto" lights up. 

5. Plug the appliance into the Spacemaker® radio's AC outlet. The word "On" 
lights when outlet is active; outlet stays on for approximately 2 hours. 

6. To shut off the outlet before automatic shut off time, turn OUTLET MODE 
switch to OFF; both "On" and "Auto" shut off. 
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NOTE : If the appliance has an on/off switch, be sure to turn it 01.. At your 
preset start time, the appliance outlet will automatically start youjf appliance . 



Important — Please Read 

Auto time remains in memory until you change it or until there is a power 
interruption. If there is a power interruption, Auto Time must be reset. 

1. When "On" is lit, the outlet is active and powers an appliance plugged in it. 

2. With "Auto" lit, the clock radio is in automatic mode and the outlet is active 
when clock time reaches the time preset in AutoTime Memory. (You can 
check this by sliding DISPLAY SET switch to AUTO SET.) 
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Countdown Timer 



Turning the OUTLET Mode dial toTIMER sets the timer 
for 59 minutes. To adjust the timer period:

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For a timer period less than 59 minutes: 
1. Press and hold the M INUTE button, until you reach the desired time.

NOTE: If thellSUTE button is held down until the display reads 0:0 
timer returns to the full period of 1 hour and 59 minutes. 



For a timer period greater than 59 minutes: 

1. Press the HOUR button (timer shows 1:59). 

2. Press and hold the MINUTE button until you reach desired time (between 
1:59 and 1:00).

The timer starts when you release the M INUTE or HOUR button. A tone signal 
sounds when set time has elapsed and the display reads 0:00. To shut off 
alarm, turn OUTLET Mode to OFF. After shuting off alarm, timer has to be 
reset each time. 

Helpful Information 

Although you only see the hour and minutes on the display, the clock inter- 
nally counts the seconds. So, if you set the timer for 4 minutes, for example, 
the actual time counted down between 4 minutes and 3 minutes could vary 
between one (1) second and 59 seconds. 

For cooking times that require precise accuracy, such as a 3-minute egg, 
follow this procedure: 

1. Add one (1) minute to desired cook time. (Example: For a 3-minute egg, set 
time of 0:04.) 

2. The timer starts to count down. When display reaches desired cook time 
(0:03), start your cooking activity. 
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Built- In Countertop Light 

Your clock radio includes a light to illuminate the 
area beneath the radio. 

• For less light, move the light switch to the LO position. 

• For more illumination, switch to HIGH. 

•To turn the light off, place Light switch to OFF. 



To replace the bulb: 

L Unplug radio from AC power. 

2. Unlatch the cover to open it. 

3. Unscrew and remove bulb. 

4. Install replacement bulb. 

5. Swing cover up and snap it in place. 

6. Plug cord into AC outlet, and adjust time settings. 
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CAUTION: Use only a 40 Watt appliance-type bulb or equivalent for 
ment . To prevent hazard, do not operate light without cover .
